DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2 and 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 2, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art the claimed liquid crystal display device wherein the projection is 
formed in a format of creating wall around a transparent region so that the at least one 
spacer provided on the common electrode cannot enter the transparent region. 

As to claim 8, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art the claimed liquid crystal display device wherein one of the at least one 
projection formed on the inner-most surface of the first substrate faces another one of 
the at least one projection formed on the inner-most surface of the second substrate.
